‘as one of the most probable 
results of a war, a profitable trade in 
seaweed and biche-de mer. It would 
be unjust however to our Japanese 
contemporaries to suppose that they 
tal 0 higher grounds than th The 
Nichi Nichi Shimbun, uot being quite 
sure which side is most likely to win, 
discasses the coutingoucies which would 
result from either outturn of events, 
Should France gain possession of Au. 
nam, says the writer, and open ap a 
tinde-route to Yiinuan vid the Red 
River, it will be one of the grentest 
events that lve taken place in China 
for years, If, on the other hand, 
Chiua succeeds in keeping France ont 
of Avnam, “she will become con- 
ceited and think that she can beat any 
of the uations that may be at variance 
with ber.” England, according to the 
leading ‘Tokio paper, is to be the great. 
est sufferer from OC! "a accession of 
conceit, because England bas the great- 
est commercial interests in Asin, Even 
if France sucveeds in the Red River

fe| Shimbun, which is favournbly disposed 


towards Euglaud, should urge Sic 
Harry Parkes todo what he can to avert 
a war which in any case will injure 
British interests in China, and protect 
England from the effects of French 
aggression, But our contemporary is 





not wholly disinterested, nor is there 
any reason why he should be. A little 
further on he comes to the real point 
of the whole question, “If China 
obtain the victory,” he says, “it will 
be followed by her making unpleae 
saut demands upon.Japav. Ou the 
other hand, if China were defeated it 
would lead to unwelcome events taking 
place in Asia.” What these eveuts are 
likely to be the writer does not fully 
state ; but he seeme to think that there 
is no knowing who might be attacked 
next, and advocates the necessity of 
Japan holding herself prepared for 
either coutingency. ‘This view is 
shared by the Jiju Shimbun, the organ 
of the Liberals, ‘The defeat or the 
victory of China would, in the opinion 
of this paper, be equally disastrous to 
Asia generally, and to Japan iu partie 
cular, Should China desire peace, 
says the editor, she will be compelled 
to assent tu whatever terms France 
may impose upon her; she can ouly 
maintain her assertion of snzerainty at 
the risk of coming to blows. We do 
not wonder at the confession of the 
Tnpanese editor that he is “uot well 
informed of the untare of her claim to 
sovereignty over Anunin,” and agree 
with him in his disposition to think 
that “it is founded apon obsolete 
idens, such as that of using China's 
calendar and paying a tribute to 
her.” Our contemporary might have 














strengthoned his case by omitting 
the 


reference to the calendar, as 
amene do not reck: theie 
time according to the succession of 
Chinese emperors. Neutrality, thinks 
should be muintained, but to 
it is imperative that certain 
jons should be made; 
“in other words, we must adopt au 
armed ueutrality, The more we think 
of the strained relations iu the intere 
course between this nation aud the 
Middle Kingdom, aud the geographical 
position of our land, the more appreheu- 
sive do we feel.” ‘The writer shrewdly 
observes that the relations of Chiua 
with-Aunam are precisely the same as 
those which exist between her and 
Coren ; and the position of the Freuch 
in Auvam bears a close resemblance to 
what used to be that of the Jupauese 
in ‘ighbouring Peuinsala, It is 
only in the couclading sentence of his 
article that the wriler approaches the

the Fronch Minister,” be says, ‘is 
reported to have indirectly persnaded 
Japan to enter into an alliance with 
France, We should like to know what 
idea the Ministers entertain about this 
affair.” Our readers may probably 
remember that some weeks ago we 
dropped a hiut that such overtures 
were likely to be made, and this 
“Icoke like a very decided confirma- 
tion of the story. Nothing is more 
probable than that, in the event of war 
“being waged by a foreign Power upon 
China, Japan would be invited to assist 
the ‘attacking force, And there is 
no doubt that the temptation would 
assume a very seductive guise. Tho 
gross insult pnt upon the Japanese by 
China in getting them to agreo to a. 
Convention in respect to Linchin, ap- 
pointing a day for its signature, aud 
then blankly refasing to recognise the 
Agreoment drawn up by the Tsung-li 
Yamén itself, has given just causo of 
exasperation to the advisers of the 
Mikado, ‘Armed ueutrality,’ too, 
souuds excellently woll, and is sug- 
gestive of a judicious mixture of mo- 
eration and force. But wo trust that 
Japan will uot allow herself to be 
drawn into an openly hostile attitude 
towards China. Nothing short of 
actual aggression ou the part of China 
should induce the Japauess Govern. 
mont to raiso a finger against her. 
She has put herself too utterly and 
Lopolessly in the.wrong about Livohiu 
to venture upon any bellicose domous- 
tration in that direction, and Corean 
niatters are too complicated asthey stand 
at present to admit of her venturing 
beyond the limits of wire-pulling and 
intrigue. We are quite sceptical as to 
tho probability of Chinn attacking Japan 
while the Franco difficulty lasts ; Japan 
hag no direct interest in the Aunamese 
quarrel, aud should uot allow herself 
to bo drawn into taking part in it on 
the poor ground that she has other 
grievances unredressed, That she shoald 
assume a defensive attitude is well and 
good, although wo do not think that 
there is any present danger to hor from 
the forces of Li Hurg-chang. China’s 
Plicy appears to be a policy of protest, 
and whether her protests lave auy 
foundation or not she seldom ventures 
to give them any active shape. Any 
assumption, therefore, of au offensive 
attitude ou the part of Japan towards 
China, even should it take the form of 
au alliauco with Frauce, would be ro- 
grottable,

tang since his departure for the north. 
Before that, great faith was placed in h 
firmness, andthe natives felt that, whi 
inclined to a policy of peace, he would 
certain to make a goud fight for Chi 
interests and honour. Now, the Ch 

ig that he wants courage to oi 
the French either in diplomacy or 
Gold, or, to use thoir expression reyarding 
him, “he no got art.” Of course 
the men who speak in this way are merely 
the current gossip ; they have nu 
ish for a warlike policy ; they kuow very 
le of the points in dispute between 
eo aud China, and care a yreat deal 
less... But‘T'so fang, they say, would 
have acted differently, aud filied the post 
of the imaginary Chinese hero who would 
make short work withthe enemies of their 
country. 

We mentioned some weeks ao that Li 
Chung-tfang had memorialised the Throne 
requesting the appointment of General Liu 
Min-chuan to the command-in-chief of the 
Imperial forces on the southern frontier. 
We now hear that this request has been 
acceded to, although we are not in a posi- 
tion to vouch for the accuracy of the 
report. 

Whatever may be the designs of the au- 
thorities in the north with regard to in- 
novations and improvements, there is much 
to strike a stranger with the belief that 
preparations are really going on. We hear 
of large cargoes of iron rails lying ou the 

ks of the Peiho at Tientsin for the

projected railway to San-chia Tien on the 
west of the capital, and supplies of the 
telegraph-mires to’ be erected between 
id Tung-chou,—which is only 
les from Peking. ‘Those engaged 
in these enterprises are just now extremely 
busy measuring the ground, and some 
irritation is felt by peasants over whose 
fields and gardens the line is drawn without 
permission of the proprietors. A telegraph- 
wire between ‘Tientsin and ‘Tung-chou 
would be a great step, and we hope soon 
to hear of its completion, 

More instances of revolting barbarity 
are coming to light in the Peking Gazette, 
























‘The Viceroy and Governor of Kuangtung 
have recently complained to the Emperor 
of a certain magistrate in that province for 
his wholesale executions, the head and 
front of his offending being that on one 
occasion, feeling irritated at a somewhat 
disrespectful reply from an old man whom 
he was bullying, he ordered him to be buried 
. ‘The inhuman wretch has. been 
cashiered and placed upon his trial, the 
Emperor authorising the Memorialists to 
use “extreme measures” to elicit the 
facts of the case, ‘This means that the 
magistrate is to be tortured, and it is 
impossible to feel any sympathy with him 
in the agonies which lie before him. 

‘The Fu-t'ai of Soochow has summoned 
the Che-hsien to the provincial capital on 
business connected with the Quangso Road 
murder, which is not yet settled up.

COREA AND JAPAN. 

‘Tar public interest has been of late so 
exclusively centred apon Annam and 
tho threatened contest between France 
and China, that we scem almost to have 
lost sight of matters which bid fair 
eventually to assume somewhat large 
proportions. We have recently pub- 
Tished somo very agreeable accounts of 
the exchange of Troaty-ratifications 
between General Foote and the Gov- 
ernment of Corea. Nothing could have 
eon pleasanter, ‘The King, who is 
described as » handsome mau of intelli- 
gont conversation aud graceful man- 
ners, received. the American Minister 
and Captain Cotton, together with their 
respective officers, ab au audionce which 
” geome to have given satisfaction to all 
concerned. Herr von Méllendorif, who, 
with his hair and beard trimmed in the 
Corean style, and wearing the official 
costume of a nobleman of the second 
rank, was scarcely recognisable as a 
foreigner, took a prominent part in 
the proceedings, and the solemuities 
finished up with  obampague banquet 
‘at which overybody seems to have 
sworn eternal’ friendship. The in- 
augitration of the now order of things 
in Corea, in short, was attonded with 
all possible show of auspiciousness, and 
no one, probably, felt more thoroughly 
tisfied with his day's work than the 

now Iuspector-General of Customs. 
Ibis not that wo dopreoato in any 
way tho festivities which attended the 
oeremony in question, if we venture to 
Took 1 little way beyond the actaal 
‘We will not at this j 
go 80 far as to say that there is troublo 
ahoad, but wo will venture to express 
tion that our own Treaty 
with Coren is still unratified, and likely 
toremain so, There are possibilities in 
the perhaps not very distant future 
whiob, if'we mistake not, will bear us 
out in this opinion, The present 
state of affairs is not altogethor 
without danger to Japan. It will bo 
remembered that the Japaneso Trenty 
with’ Corea was sigued on the 26th 
February, 1876, and tho oloventh 
Artiole provided for the addition of 
certnin Trade Regulations, thereafter 
to bo drawn up. ‘Those Regulations 
were eventually appouded to a Vode of 
Supplementary Articles, aud published 
for general information on or about 
the 14th October of the same year, 
These wore of the simplest possible 
obaracter, and provided for the estab- 
lishment of. absolutely Free Trade be- 
tween Corea aud Japan, which, as a 
matter of fact, has been going on un- 
hindered, aud to. the benefit of both 
conatries, daring the past eight years. 
The ouly forms of smuggling recog- 
nised by the Regulations were attempts 
to land goods at any port which lad 
not been opened to trade, and to deal 
surreptitiously in opium, the sale of 
whioh was stringently prohibited. It 
is olear, therefore, that in this matter 




















the Japanese are entitled to far greater 
advantages than any other nation that 
has entered into treaty-relations with 
Corea,and theirclaimstosuchadvantages 
cannot be equitably disputed. It would 
indeed be au inversion of international 
procedure were a country with whom 
a Treaty had beon made by two other 
countries to try aud deprive the country 
first in the field of certain privileges 
which had been in existence for years 
on the plea that they had not been 
olaimed by the country which had come 
afterwards, Yet an attempt is being 
made by tho Corean Government, 
throngh Herr von Méllendorff, who is 
the recognised nominee of Chiua, to 
repudiate or at lest annul the Freo 
‘Prado provisions of the Treaty of 
1876. Woe confine ourselves to-day 
to simply stating this fact; more 
will come to the front shortly. It 
is acknowledged that the United States 
Treaty with Corea is uot eo favour- 
able to America as her Treaty with 
China ; and this has uow been ratified. 
The same may be said of the British 
Treaty with Corea, with the important 
qualification that it is still, happily, not 
ratified. Bat the Japanese Treaty 
with that country is more favourable 
than any, althongh it was mado at 
a time when Corea was being slowly 
and painfully forced open, oyster- 
wise, and. bad by no menus made 
up hor mind to enter fully and cheer. 
fully into diplomatic relations with 
foreign Powers. ‘To Japan is duo all 
the oredit of thie, aud it is now the 
object of China to deprive her of the 
advanta; she then ed. Horr 
von Méllendorff, we believe, is bebaving 
very politely about the matter, and 
appeare desirous that the Japanese 
Miuistor, M. Takezoyé, should be put 
to ns little inconvenience os possible. 
It will, we should think, be a difficnlt 
matter for Corea, even at the instiga- 
tion of China, and supported, doubtless, 
by the United States, to undermine 
tho rightful claims of Japan, the right. 
falness and legality of which are 
absolutely beyond cavil. ‘The Japaneso 
isters, however, with their ust 
pliaucy, will no doabt show themselves 
willing to discuss the matter, iu order 
to avoid the suspicion of anything like 
unfair dealing. The eloventh Article 
of the Appendix to the Treaty provides 
that ould it bo found that avy of 
the above articles actually causes em- 
barrassment to the commercial inter- 
course of the two nations, and that it 
is necessary to modify them, then 
either Goverumont, submitting its pro- 
positions to the other, shall negotiate 
the modification of such articles on 
ving one year’s provious notice of 
ntentiou.” jis, be it observed, 
does not refer to the ‘Trude Regala- 
tions, bat to the ten articles of the 
Appeudix; and whether the Japan- 
ese Governmeut will so far sanction a 
departure from the letter of this pro- 
vision as to permit a question to be 
brought up under its egis which is 
essentially one of Trade Regulation, is 



































for itself to deci There is one 
point, however, that must not be lost 
sight of. Whatever may take placo 
betwoon Corea and. Japan, let Japan 
seo to it that the Power she is nego. 
tinting with is Corea, and not Ching 
or the United States, This is the 
prime danger that Japan bas to guard 
against at tho moment. It is one 
thing to deal with s country which is 
stated to be “an indepondont atate 
exijoying the same sovereign rights a 
Japan,” but quite another thing to be 
dealing with a Government whiob, 
nominally independent, is at. least par-

THE ORIGIN OF PAPER MONEY. 
Tae expansion of commerce and the 
necessities of governments gave origin 
to paper money in the west, Tho 
Venetians were the first Huropeans to 
establish a bank, and this was seven 
hundred years ago. That the course 
which bas been ran by banks and bank- 
notes in the modern western world has 
not been longer than this is a suggestive 
fact, for papor money was existent in 
China two hundred years before tliat 
time. ‘Len centuries ago copper money 
was the standard in mercantile transac. 
tious and was found insufficient. 
Wen-kang complained. of the 
things in the following mann 
present our grain is abundant and our 
silk clothing ohéapin price. Why is it, 
theu, that men are so poor? ‘The field 
cultivators being few, the harvests aro 
moro than onough. ‘Tho tonders of sill 
worms are not many, and tho quantity 
of silk produced is not too little. Why, 
then, are the people too poor to live in 
comfort ?” The Chinese political econo- 
mists answered that thoro was a sonroity 
of money. After this, silver was intro- 
duced, and in course of time as tho 
centuries rolled on it was found that in 
cases of exigency silver could not be 
bad and in consequence paper ropro- 
sentative was adopted. The advantages 
of paper money were stated by a Ming 
dynasty Vicoroy to be ten. Itis cheap to 
make, It can be circulated. It is light 
tocarry. It is ensily concealed, It ia 
not liable to discount for alleged im- 
purity, Its weight does not vary. 
‘There is no temptation to tho silver. 
smith to abstract a part of it. Robbery 
is reudered much more impracticable. 
Copper, not being required, can be need 
iu making weapons for the army, Silver, 
not being required, can bo stored up in 
the public Treasury for future contin. 
gencies. Tho Chinese being aware of 
these ten conveniences attendant. on 
the use of paper money in the Ming 
dynasty, it is not surprising that as far 
back as the Sung dynasty this mothod 
of relieving the Government in times 
of difficulty should have been often 
tried by way of experiment, and this 
we find to have been the case. 

The use of paper money by the 
Chinese in the Sung. dynasty was 
clealy anterior to its use in Venice, 
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‘Whon -the ‘financiers of this dynasty 
undertook to make silver the standard 
in. place of copper, the way. was un- 
conscidtsly opened for the introdaction 
of papermoney. Already in the latter 
part of the tenth century an office was 
established in which documents iu 
evidence wore allowed to be prosonted 
by.merchants. Tho money they speci- 
fied-was placed in the public Treasury. 
It ‘was paid to the merchants iv 
any provincial city which bad boon 
designated. “Early in the 11th contury 
(in fact in the yenr 1028) it was noticed 
in. Sze-ch‘aan that the weight of the 
iron money then in use was injarious 
to commerce. An officer acting as 
prefect commenced the issue of bills to 
represent each a string of casb, and to 
run for three years. ‘These were called 
chiao, He placed the issue of these 
billa in the hands of capitalists. Some 
of. tlieso responsible capitalists lost 
money and this led to endless litigation. 
In consequence the Emperor was 
miombrialized on the subject. Ho 
was advised to jestablish offices for 
the issue of ‘these bank notes in the 
name of the Government, the issue 
of private notes being forbidden. Tho 
Emperor approved, avd an office was 
erected in the city of Yi-chou, now 
Chong-tu Fa, capital of Szechuan. ‘Tho 
limit’ of issue was fixed at 256,300 
strings of cash. ‘This limit probably 
bore a definite relation. to the revenue 
ofthe province, and: this fact would 
tond to'inapire public confiderice in thé 
solieme, ‘Thus it appears that Govern. 
ment notes.of exchange wore the pre- 
cursors of tho bank notes known as 
huei-piao issued at the present time 
by tho bankers in the chief Chinese 
citios, to be: cashed by: their corres. 
pondonts ia other’ cities, ‘These two 
instances belong to the most prosperous 
poriod ‘of the Sang dynasty, which 
bogin to decline at the beginuing of 
the’ 12th century. North China was 
Jost tortheTartars in the. year 1126, 
and Hangéhow was mado thie capital of 
the diminished empire. Aftor this great 
efforts were mnde, especially in North 
Obina, to found a permanent paper 
currency to ‘rélisve the Government 
from the’ necessity of specie pay- 
ment, and to give facilities to tra- 
ders. Thus in tho reign. of the'most 
pradont of the Golden Tartar emperors, 
during. tho latter part of tho twelfth 
century, when there existed a forty 
years’ peace between North and South 
Obina, such s currency was institated 
in all the provinces, commencing ‘with 
the year 1154, The reason for this 
step'is stated to be the soarcity of 
copper... Highty years Inter, the Golden 
dynasty was destroyed by the Mongols, 
and soon ‘after this Huropean travellers 
bogan to arrive. ‘The paper currency 
of. the Mongols is fully described by 
Mareo Polo; and in Colonel Yule’s edi- 
tion of the great travellér’s book mach 
information on the Chinese paper cur- 
renoy has been collected. 

From what we know of the Chineso 
banking syatem, and the existence of 


























Paper money in the country; they both 
appear to be of independent native 
origin, and to have sprang iuto exist- 
ence in the tenth and eleventh cen- 
turies while China was free from for- 
eign domination. Then when - the 
Golden Tartars seized North-China, and 
held it for a contary, the system was 
adopted by them-as a financial plan to 
aid the Governmont, aud ‘by the Mon- 
gol admiuistration and the Ming which 
followed it, for the same reason. In 
no ease was it permanent. Practical 
difficulties prevented its cotitinuance. 
Privately the practice has remained to 
the present time. There is no city of 
the first class where it does ‘not exist. 
‘Houses of good financial credit aro able, 
by issuing their own notes, to facilitate 
the trade of merchants, aud supply the 
wants of travellers. Tho missionaries 
from the Roman Catholic church who 
wont from Enrope to Ohina before the 
time of Marco Polo would scarcely fail 
to take with them on their way back 
specimens of paper money. Merchants 
connected by the Astracan ronte with 
the overland Obina trade then existing 
would not fail to do the same. In this 
way, whon the Earopean bauking sys- 
tem was being commenced at Venice a 
century before tho time of Polo, it was 
quite possible that paper money printed 
in China should be seen there, and in 
Florence aud Genoa. Priuting aud 
banking started at about the same timo 
in China, but printing was somewhat 
earlier. Bank-notes were ove of the 
first results of the priuter’s art, aud 
they were already in use in Ch 
the 10th century. ‘Tho idea of a printed 
representative of human thought led 
soon to the invention of a printed 
representative of money. 























CHINESE MOTHERS-IN-LAW. 
Anp yot another instance of Chinese 
barbarity of the worst type; not among 
officials this time, but among women, 
Stepmothers do not eujoy a vory en- 
viable reputation, at lome, for just 
and tender treatment of their husbaude’ 
childeen, but whatever may be their 
shortcomings ia this respect these shine 
ont as virtues ia comparison with the 
deeds of Chinese mothora.in-law ‘in 
‘prospectu, aa detailed by the Governor 
of Hunan in a Meniorial to the Em. 
peror. Ib appears to bo the custom iu 
certain districta for children to bo be- 
trothed at the absurd age of two or 
three years, and when this is dons the 
little gicl is made over to the tender 
mercies of het fature parents-in-law 
by her mother. Que bears’ much of 
the love of Chiuese parents for their 
offapring, but wo trust there aro’ few 
European mothers who would calmly 
part with their children just whon tho 
little ones are beginning to talk. Such, 
however, is the castom which seoms to 
prevail in Hanan, and it is rendered 
all the more extraordinary when wo 
come to read of the fiendieh treatmont 
which in euch cases the poor little 
fiancée meet with. Ono child, says 














the Governor, was burat on the atris, 
by the woman whose son sho was 
destined to marry, with a lighted josa- 
stick, as puvishment for an accidents 
because she cried, her face was seared 
with a hot: iron, aud, finally, ehe was 
deliberately acalded to death with boil. 
ing water. In another case, alittle child 
who had fallen sick was murdered by * 
strangalation, in order to save. the 
doctor's bill, What shall we say of a 
nation where euch offences are not 
only possible, but to some extent cus 
tomary, and are only punishable by a 
couple of hundred blows and a term of 
bauishment? What strikes one in 
reading of these things is the utter in- 
consistency of the Chinese moral and 
poual codes, and the strange obliquity 
with which the law regards offences of 
this nataro, A mother who has enough 
of the devil in her to bury her own son 
alive because he was lazy or disrespeot= 
fal, is let off soot-free, with a word of 
gentle expostulation. Women who are 
disgrace not only to their sex but to 
humanity, who soald and strangle in. 
nocent little children, aro subject 
only to @ pecuniary fine. Compare 
this with the ponalty inflicted fifty 
or sixty years ago in England ona 
man who stole a sheep, And yet if a 
son, be ho never 80 filial or 86 good, ig 
tho unwitting instrament of causing 
the death of his father through. the 
purest accident, be is treated on 
the same footing as a parricide of 
the vilest type, and suffers the siok~ 
ening aud horrible process of being 
sliced to death. Such things as these 
tempt the calmest mind to wish that 
the Government under which they are 
possible might be overturned root and 
branch, and a system take its place 
under which the names of jastioo 
and humanity should be less scandal. 
ously abused, The politioal shortoom- 
ings of China, regarded, as’ wo aro 
wout to regard them, from an inter 
national standpoint, sink into utter 
nothingness beside the appalling sav- 
agery which characterises sections of 
the Chinese people, and the gross ite 
justice of the penal laws. Wanton, 
unprovoked, and fiendish: cruelty such 
as wo have beon speaking of, is to our 
mind, par excellence, the unpardonable 
sin; and the next to it is that perver- 
sion of all that is just and oquitablo 
found in the lawa of China which. pro- 
fess to deal with it.

and status, ‘The charges against Huang Ssii- 
yang had, however, a certain justitication, 
‘He had purchased a dwelling house in a 
street known as the San Ch‘in-li, and this, as 
far as he knew, was the only house he had; 
buta relation of his, who was. his agent, 
was. the purchaser of two other houses on 
Huang’s behalf, but unbekuown to him, 
from Yao Pao-hsiin, who collected the 
rents and paid them/over to this relati 
who acted as Huang Ssii-yung’s agen 
When Yao Pao-hstin was denounced, t 
ayeney of these houses was handed over to 
the foreign firms of Chao Fung and ‘Té Ho, 
who collected the rents. Certain rooms in 
these two houses were let to prostitutes ; 
henee, although ho himself was ignorant 
of the transaction, Huang Ssii-yung w: 
in.point of fact, as charged by his accuser, 
the owner of houses of ill-fame, He is, 
doubtless, to blame for not being more 
discreet in the exercise of supervision over 
the action of his agent, aud the Memo- 
riglists would: leave it to His Majesty to 
décidé what slight penalty should be im- 
posed upon him, (Huang Ssii-yung took 
the first place at the Metropolitan Examina- 
tion of 1880.)

‘The protecting care of this deity has been 
manifested on many occasions during the 
recent rebellion. In the year 1872, for in- 
stance, when the town had been besieged 
for some ten successive days and nights, 
aud the rebels had already gained a footing 
ou the walls, a red lantern was stiddeuly 
seen moving to and fro upon the walls, and 
on it was written the name of the Gud of 
War and of the Tatelary Deity, This so 
disconcerted the rebels tat they fell back 
and ran away, and the city was saved. A 
similar mark of distinction issolicited forthe 
deity ofa temple in another town, whose 
manifestations were also extraordinary. Tt 
had Been the habit of the people to get 
their water ontside the walls, but, on the 
investment of the town by the rebels, 
wells had to be dug. No water could be 
reached, however, even at 200 feet, aud, in 
despair, the population, officials and people, 
went to this temple and prayed for succour. 
‘That very night a bubbling epring rose up 
1 every well, and flowed without cessation. 
rhe water outside having given out, the 
rebels had to retire and the town was 
saved. 

(2) A Memorial from. the same oficer, 
extouding over aome fifteen pages, coi 
taining a report of the reault of hi 
quiries into a number of charges bro 
against the Iutendant of the Kan Liang 
circuit in Kausu, by an anonymous calam- 
niator. ‘This euquiry has led to the dis- 
covery of uo auch improprieties as the 
‘Taotai is charged with, but it has elicited 
the fact that he has been guilty of indeci- 
sion of character in certain particulars, 
for which, it is suggested, he shall receive 
a penalty. 

Jane 5th.—(1) A Memorial from the 
Governor of Hunan reporting the result of 
his enquiries into the system that provai

buying destitute people for labour in the 
mines, from which, when they,are once im- 
mured they never come out, thie death of all 
resulting sooner or later from the 
barbarous treatment of their taskmasters, 
Upon the receipt of a Decree on this sub- 
ject on the 3rd of November 1879 (for 
‘which see summaries of that year), drawing 
attention to the revelations of a Censor as 
to the barbarities that were practised, the 
matter was taken in haud by Li Ming-ch'ih, 

former Governor, The Prefect of 
Chou, in which the district lies, 
deputed two graduates who wero versed in 
mining matters to assist the magistrate of 
Lei-yang in maki i iny i 
the whole matter 
succeeded in rescuing over one hundeed 
aud forty destitutes that were immured 
the mines, and tho owners of the mines 
have been sent for to the prefectural city 
and examined by the prefect as to the 
nature of the barbarities that prevail. The 
prefect visited the provincial capital in the 
mouth of February last, and gave the 
Memorialist a personal account of the re- 
velations that his euquisies had disclosed. 
Feeling that nothing but the most stri 
ont rules and the severest penalties would 
suftice to put an end for ever to these bar- 
barities, he told the prefect to furnish him 
with a detailed report of his views ou the 
matter. ‘This report las now come to 
hand, and from it the Memorialist gathers 
the following description of the atrocities 
that are perpetrated. ‘There are several. 
hundred cval mines, oe ovat holes,” aa 
they are popularly called, in the Lei-yang 
District, ie ‘after these Kave been worked 
for some timo the seams get flooded, and 
it becomes necessary to bale the water ont 
before the Ml can be extracted. The 
miners engage for this purpuse water-coolie 
dimen, whose establishinents are cailed 
Water Contract Hongs.” ‘These water 
coolies’ hongs are kept by the dregs of the 
population, and the managers are utterly 
wicked and unpriucipled. They have 
formed themselves into a society called the 
Ch‘ing Lung Hui which comprises amongst 
its-members all the bad chatacters of the 



















































































































neighbourhood, and the society has’ it 
vested large sums of money in the estab- 
lishment of gambling houses and ‘opium 
dens for the enticement of the unwary. 
Poo © pool get into theic hands, and ara 
ruined by heavy rates of interest chargod 
upon gambling debts, while the society 
arranges with the wine shops and eating” 
taverns to maiitain an exorbitant rate for 
the ordinary necessaries of life, until theit ‘ 
unhappy vietins, borue down by @ crush! 
ing load of debt, are forced to soll their’ 
pettonsy and etter the mines as sla 
t is also stated that strangers are occas 
ally kidnapped for the samo purpose. ‘The 
water hongs build mud huts, hidden well 
under ground, and round the mine they 
construct a wooden palisade with only one 
small apertuce for ingress and exit, which 
is guarded by the water hong; this they 
call iu, or “drums.” ‘The unfortunates 
who have been betrayed into selling them- 
selves, or strangers who have been inveigled . 
nto their hands or kiduapped, are, in 
mured in their ku and called ‘ water. 
frogs.” ‘hey ate stripped of ‘every 
garmeut they possess, even down to their 
shoes, and are made to take it in turns to 
bale out the water in the mines, ‘Chis 
ion goes on day and night without 

jon, and the cold aud hunger they, 
endare excites no pity in the hearts of 
their taskmasters. If they show the 
slightest symptoms of fatigue, they ar 
beaten on the back with whips, aud 
they attempt to escape, their fevt are 
stabbed with kuives. ‘The mines are dark, 
and the atimosphero damp and chilly, while 
the nature of the employment is so extra- 
ordiuarily painful that the more weakly 
constitutions frequently succumb after 
half a mouth of tuil, while even the hardy 
find their feet mortify aud theiv bellies 
swell after a few months of this treatment, 
They ara not allowed to rest, and no 
edicinal remedies are given them when 
hey are sick, their tormenters lily 
nitting by as they die before their ey 

still more heattrendiug circumstance is the 
fact that when the mines cease to be 
worked in the spring, the unhappy ‘ water 
frogs” who have managed to survive the 
horrors they have endured aro still detained 
by the water hongs in their ku, or 
dungeons, that they may be available when 
the next season for baling water comes on, 
This their tormeuters call yang-lao-mi, 
“pension rice for the aged.” They have 
no communication with the outside world, 
and in many of these mines some hundreds 
of poor wretches must be annually do: 
to death, while in uone is the mortality 
less than some ‘score or 40. a year,” As 
they die they are buried in some hole in 
the mountain wide, and as their relatives 
and feieuds ‘ki 1 of their fate no 
report of the deaths is made or inquest, 
held. upon the bodies. Prohibition has 
uucceeded prohibition against indulgence 
in these barbarities, but the miners aud 
water hougs have ‘hitherto mauaged to 
evade them, The prefect has, however, 
now sent for all the miuers, aiid has dis- 
tinetly forbidden the use of such names as 
“water frogs,” “drams” and © peusion 
rico” with the barbarities they conceal, They 
have been made to sign a bond und 
to refrain from suc i 
and this bond has be 
Secret enquiries will, at the same time, be 
made, and a continunnce of the offsnce 
will be met with a heavy poualty. At the 
conclusion of his report the prefect sub- 
mitted ‘some regulations which he prayed’ 
Memorialist to lay before His Majesty. 
In doing so the Memorialist would observe 
that it would be utterly impossible to trace 
the number of deaths that have taken placo 
in these mines in years gone by, but while 
taking a lenient view of the past, he would 
redouble the severity of the future, In 
the case of barbarities committed at the 
mines amongst the hills to the West of 
Peking, certain laws for the punishment of 
‘offences analogous to those detailed by the 
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‘Memorialist were passed some years ago, 
‘and he would humbly pray that the Board 
may be ordered in this instance also to 
determine a special penalty for the class of 
offence described. He would add that in 
other districts in the provincs where there 
ara coal mines, the balers are all paid, and 
no such institutions as “ water hongs” and 
the like exist.—For reply see Decree earlier 
issued. :

A CALENDAR OF SCENTS. 
To the Editor of the 
Nonr-Cumva Herat, 


I have been much interested by 
in with a “ Calendar of Odours” for 









Jand, and apparently in Cornwall, as 
boginning to charm in March, and as spent 
after July, Th laurel flower for March, 
violets, wall-lomers, and apple-bloom for 
April ; lilac, atooks, etc., for May ; migno- 
nette, beans, roses and hay for Juno; 
honeysuckle and the lime-tree for July ; 
such is his list. Now along the Undor- 
cliff in the Isle of Wight, and in Sussex 
and some other southern counties, tho 
primrose, surely not wholly a scentless 
flower, is often found in sheots at the end 
of January, and sweet violets gonorally 
blow earlier than April ; while in. most 
gardens in the dear old conntry, summer 
flowers and sweet summer odours linger 
on far into the autumn, So that thin 
Calendar must be amended ; and England 
will be found to be more lastingly fragrant 
than some suppose. 

‘The subject, however, has suggested to 
my mind the remembrance that Chiua too 
has materials for a calendar of odorous 
flowers, It is remarkable how early in 
tho year aweet scents grect us on China’s 
hills and plains ; and how widely they aro 
spread over the year. Very soon after the 
Chinese New Year's Day, in Febrnary, the 
fragrant orchid, the Lan-hua, is brought in 
from the hills for sale in great quantities, 
and may be seen and its fragrance noticed 
in many a Chinese home. ‘Then follow the 
narcissus and the bauksia in March and 
April; and on the rocky hills, red now 
with azaleas for hundred of miles, wisteria 























hangs in festoons. In April also beans are 
in flower; and these, with the yellow 
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Blossoms of the oil plant, make it a 
fragrant month indeed, Tn May the country 
air is sweet with wild honeysuckle and 
Aog-rose, In June follows the luscious 
ardenia, which was sold in the streets 
ately. for one cash. blossom. tu July 
among the mountain elades large white 
lilies aro to be found, with arich fragrance ; 
but in this, as in somo other instances, it 
is a private and local breath, not a per- 
vading odonr such as those specially enum- 
erated in the calendar alluded to above. 
In September and October, however, and 
even in August for some early flowering 








varieties, the delightful olea fragruns, tho | larg 


Iuei-hua, scents the air in city aud country 
alike. November and most of December aro 
practically scentless in North China, though 
doubtless the South could prolong the 
season of scont. But in mild seasons at 
tho end of December and gonerally in the 
early part of January, the sweet lammay 
or waxen almond (chimoncuthes fragrans) 
blooms before its leaves appear ; and it is 
scarce over before the delicious white-and- 
ink double almond, richly fragrant, 
reathes out the dld year for the Chinese. 
Possibly the popular Buddhistic ballad 
Hua-ming-pao-chiian, The Previous Scroll 
of the Flower Names,” may be known 
to some of your readers. A. very eflec- 
tive and wieful Obristian imitation of 
thi, by a Chinese convert, has heon largely 
circulated by missionaries. ‘Tho plan 
of both is the same, Some favourite 
flower-name heads the stanza allotted to 
exch mouth ; and moral precopts or Chris- 
tinn doctrines are linked to it in a fow 
simple rhymes. ‘The twelve flowers in the 
 Ohriatian version aro the camellis, apri- 
cot, peach, ‘rose, pomegranate, lotus, 
balsam, olea fragrans, aster, hibiscus, 
chimonanthes, and double almond. 
Most of your readers will bo i 
exclaim that the breath of Euglish violets 
in apring-time, or of English hayfields 
at this midsummer season, would be 
Better than all the flowers aud scents of 
China, But not to speak now of what ono 
might well desctibo at length, namely the 
beautiful succession of homo flowers which 
Aolight tho ey in the Public Garden, of 
which Shanghai may be justly proud, 
surely it must be admitted that China is 
a “glorious land” in hills and streams 
and plains, and aweet from time to time 
with the breath of flowers ; aud we hope 
that a yot more Insting fragrance, and a 
higher ylory may bo in store for China, of 
svcial improvement, intellectual advanc 
ment, and religious enlightenment.

Miscellancons. 


‘Pore Dechevrens has been so good as to 
reply. He says : “ There were three comets 
in the three years 1801-1803. Ono of 
them reappeared in August 1881, discovered 
by Pons, which came pretty near the sun, 
and does not correspond with the Chiness 
record; and as for the others, they were 
not of sufficient brightness to be identified 
with that description, We must therefore 
look elsewhere for the explanation, aud 
the following seems to meet the case: If 
one looks towards tho west in the months 
of February, March and April, he may 
observe for an hour or two after sunset, a 
¢ band of white light running up to the 
Milky Way, of the shape of a spear-head. 
Tt appears like a mass of white vapour 
which seems to come out of the horizon, 
appearing in the sky ;—that is the zodiacal 

it, tho nature of which is still a problem 
to astronomy. The brief description of 
the Chinese record—a ‘white vapour in 
the West, extending to the Milky Way’ 
well describes the phenomenon, which is 
always observable at Zi-ka-wei at the above- 
named periods.”” 

‘It would therefore appear that the pheno- 
menon observed on the island of Hainan 
was merely an extraordinary view of the 
zodiacal light, its remarkable brightness 
being due to ‘an exceptional transparency 
of the atmosphere, coincident, perbaps with 
‘an unusual irradiation of that mysterious 
nebulous mass similar to that described by 
Humboldt in “Cosmos,” as observed from 
the Plain of Mexico for forty consecutive 
nights in 1509, or as noted by Nature 
as ocourring ‘on 24th January, 1875, 
when tho zodiacal light was developed 
with surprising brillianey. For two 
hundred years this phenomenon has been 
a puzzle’ to physicists, and, as Arago 
says, it has been a stumbling block 
against which innumerable reveries hare 
been dashed to pieces; and Pdro De- 
chovrens, unmindful of his own researches, 
declares it to be an unsolved problem. 
In 1875 he commenced a series of evening 
‘and morning observations, and in 1879 
published the result, which refutes all 
tho theories that have been propounded, 
inoluding that of Laplace, and the ve 
recent ones which treat it as a toi 
restrial phenomenon, and due to mag- 
or to nebulons matter, surround. 
ing the earth. Having disposed of all 
previous theories, tho Shanghai astronomer 
arrives at the conclusion that the “sub- 
stance which causes the phenomenon of 
the zodiacal light is probably of the same 
nature as that of the other bodies which 
compose the solaraystem,—that its dit 
parts, in order to preserve their stability, 
must possess motion round the sun in re- 
lation to its distance from his centro,” * 
a solution of the problem (as far as it 
goes) which has been accepted by physicists 


generally.

A CHINESE NOTICE OF THE ZODIACAL LIGHT. 





‘The following record of an extraordinary 

spectacle is given in a Canton Gazettoer :— 
“Tn the seventh year of the reign of 
Chia Ching there was observed at Wan- 
chow (Ch'ing-chou—Island of Hainan) a 
white rainbow-like vapour that exten 
from the West to the Milky. Way (Celestial 
River—Silver River): it continued ten 
nights and then coased.” 

As that latitude (18° N.) might be ex- 
ected to afford not infrequont great exh 
tions of the zodiacal light, and as the casi 

given is the only phenomenon of that de- 
scription recorded in the Gazetteer, it oc- 
surred to’ me that it was due to a comet 
whose nucleus was concealed in the mist of 
the horizon. (Cassinsi, (?) the first observer 
of the zodiacal ‘light, mistook the great 
‘comet ‘of 1668 for that object). I'submitted 
Chineso statement to the great savant 
who directs the Zicka-wei Observatory ;

The Chinese repre- 
sentatives at Western Courts are received 
with the highest consideration, and enjoy 
privileges secoud to none. No Court 
ceremonial, nor banquet, nor review, nor 
demonstration of any kind occurs, but they 
are formally invited in accordance with the 
strictest rules of etiquette, and as great care 
ia given to place them in’ accordance with 
their rank as if they were representatives 
of the most powerful and touchy state of 
modern times. No base trickery or shifti- 
ness is displayed to deprive them of their 
just rights. Nay more, if Iam not much 
mistaken, they frequently carry with them 



































more than the usual complement of subs, 





and, there being no one to check the irre- 


gularity, Heacen knows what low fellows 
may get access to circles sacred ‘to.-the 
royalty or nobility of western lands. “I 
don’t call this fair. Some diplomatic ex- 
cuse is, I understand, put forward for the 
present exclusive policy, on the score of 
tho minority of the reigning prince, and on 
grounds of expediency this plea is’for the 
present accepted, But my practical com- 
mon-sense regards this as bosh.

I do hope that somo 
fortunate combination of circumstances 
may occur just at the right moment to en- 
able him to attack this hydra of Chineso 
conceit aud exclusivenoss with his usual 
luck and ability, and so put an end to 
ita pretensions for ever.—‘ Banian’ in the 
Daily Press.
